On January 28, 2006, the Internal Affairs Bureau's Force and Shooting Response Team 
responded to the intersection of Anzac Avenue and Nord Street in the City of Compton 
regarding an officer involved non-hit shooting. The team consisted of Sergeant Clay 
Anderson, Sergeant Steve Flamm, and Lieutenant Curtis Jensen. Detectives Robert Moran 
and Scott McCormick of Compton Sheriff's Station were the dotectives assigned to handle 
the criminal aspect of the incident. 


When the team arrived at the location, one suspect was in custody, and there was an 
active command post and containment of the location. Investigators learned that the series 
of events which occurred culminated into an officer-involved_non-hit shooting involving 
Deputies Nader Chahine, Richard Cocke, Javier Cruz, EEN Gerald Landberg, 
Michael Lennig,Frank Montoya, Jason Phillippi, Mark Raffaelli, Alfonso Rodriguez, Rafael 
Rufino, Chad Sauter, Daniel Vizcarra, and Anthony Willis, along with Sergeants Raul 
Regalado and April Tardy. All personnel involved in the incident were uniformed patrol 
officers working two-man units, with the exception of Deputies Jason Phillippi and Alfonso 
Rodriguez who were in one-man cars.

SYNOPSIS: 

On January 28, 2006, at approximately 1951 hours, Deputies Jason Phillippi, Alfonso 
Rodriguez, Frank Montoya, ana assigned a 415 Family call ati 
Anzac Avenue. While en route, the call was updated with information that the two brothers 
were now fighting and one was armed with a shovel. As deputies coordinated their 
response, they were told by the air unit that the suspects involved in the fight had split, one 
walking westbound on Anzac Avenue and the other remaining at the intersection. As they 
approached the location, they noticed a large crowd of 20 to 40 people were gathered in 
the intersection of Anzac Avenue and Nord Street, and the helicopter from Aero Bureau 
was overhead. They noted that the crowd was “unruly,” with some people telling the 
deputies that they were not needed and instructing them to leave. 


On Anzac Avenue, Deputies Montoya and ere contacted by a male (Mr | 

, who was bleeding from the hand. ‘old them that he and his brother, 
Brian Earle, had been involved in a fight, and his brother was now at the nouse, lll 
Anzac Avenue, (a house located on the MO! the intersection). Deputies 
Montoya and approached the residence in an attempt to contact Brian Earle. As 
they neared the house, Brian Earle suddenly ran into the residence, closing and locking 
the door behind him. Brian Earle then called out to them, yelling that he had a gun. 


As deputies attempted to formulate a plan, the crowd crew increasingly “hostile” as some 
began to curse and yell at the deputies. Deputy Philippi requested additional deputy 
personnel to respond to the location for “crowd control.” As the deputies attempted to 
handle the situation regarding the man in the house, while simultaneously dealing with the 
crowd, they heard a single gunshot from within the residence. The deputies quickly 
retreated and repositioned themselves to positions of cover, and a supervisor was 
requested to respond with an AR-15. 


Deputy Phillippi broadcasted the information to the responding units --and with the 
assistance of the additional personne! (Deputies Nader Chahine, Richard Cocke, Javier 
Cruz, Gerald Landberg, Michael Lennig, Mark Raffaelli, Rafael Rufino, and Chad Sauter)-- 
a containment of the residence was initiated. As deputies placed themselves around the 
location, an additional gunshot was heard from within the house. Coincidental to the 
sound, broken glass flew outward from a south window of the residence, in the direction 
of several deputies who were positioned at containment spots on Nord Avenue. The 
gunshot, coupled with reports of muzzle flash, caused fear among deputy personnel that 
they had been fired upon. Fearing for their safety and/or that of their partners, ten deputies 
fired their weapons into the residence. 


After several minutes, Brian Earle was seen in the house's interior through a window with 


his hands raised, gesturing surrender. He was ordered out of the residence and was taken 
into custody, uninjured, without further incident.

Deputy Chad Sauter

station's armory at the start of his shift. Twenty-three (23) rounds remained in the gun, 
which would account for seven rounds fired during the shooting incident. 


IAB Note: Deputy Sauter was initially trained and qualified to use the AR-15 on 
November 12, 2003. He stated that he was with_his

= view of his training records revealed that his initial training 
was his only qualification test with the weapon. 
Policies and practices regarding the AR-15 rifle (F.O.D. 02-12 and 5- 


09/170.00 through 5-09/170.30 are submitted with this investigation as 
Exhibit BB and CC, respectively). 
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WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT(S): 


No firearms were recovered from the scene. A subsequent search of the home lead fo the 
recovery of a replica BB gun (simulated a .45 automatic handgun) from a closet in the north 
bedroom of the location . No other firearms were recovered. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE: 


Residence located at Anzac Avenue: 


The south and east facing walls, and the block wall lining the south edge of the yard 
of the house atii Anzac Avenue exhibited multiple bullet, shot pellet, and / or slug 
holes and impacts (10 slug or bullet holes to east facing wall,10 slug or bullet holes to 
south facing wall, and four [4] slug or bullet holes in block wall surrounding the 
location). Several of the windows in the south and east facing walls were broken and 
the window screens were displaced. The interior of the house exhibited additional 
bullet holes, and several fired bullets were located in the living room which lines the 
south east corner of the house as well as the small room in the center of the house.

Attempt Murder of a Peace Officer, 664/187(a) PC 
Vandalism, 594 (b)(1)PC 


487. (a) Murder is the unlawful killing of a human being, or a fetus, with malice 
aforethought. 


664. Every person who attempts to commit any crime, but fails, or is prevented or 
intercepted in its perpetration, shall be punished where no provision is made by law 
for the punishment of those attempts, as follows: (a) If the crime attempted is 
punishable by imprisonment in the state prison, the person guilty of the attempt shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the state prison for one-half the term of 
imprisonment prescribed upon a conviction of the offense attempted. However, ifthe 
crime attempted is willful, deliberate, and premeditated murder, as defined in Section 
189, the person guilty of that attempt shall be punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison for life with the possibility of parole. If the crime attempted is any other one in

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attempt shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison for five, seven, or nine 
years.

594. (a) Every person who maliciously commits any of the following acts with respect 
to any real or personal property not his or her own, in cases other than those 
specified by state law, is guilty of vandalism: (1) Defaces with graffiti or other 
inscribed material. (2) Damages. (3) Destroys. Whenever a person violates this 
subdivision with respect to real property, vehicles, signs, fixtures, furnishings, or

The weather was cloudy, cool, and dark at the time of the shooting (approximately 0030 
hours). 


INVOLVED DEPUTIES: 


Deputy Alfonso Rodriguez. 

Deputy Alfonso Rodriguez was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of 
Commerce on February 13, 2006, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay 
Anderson and Steven Flamm. He was accompanied by his ALADS representative, 
Elizabeth Gibbons. The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Rodriguez said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a 
single person, marked ES car. He said he normally works in the vehicle with 


Deputy Jason Phillippi, however, he explained that 
— they were now working separate cars (| ), with Philippi 
‘| him. 


Rodriguez said he was in the area of Bullis Road and Alondra Boulevard 
a when he was assigned a 415 Family call on Anzac Avenue and Nor 
Street. He said he didn't initially respond to the call, until it was updated to a Code 3 
response. Rodriguez said he began some “basic coordination,” then he was advised that 
units were already at the location. He said when he arrived on scene, there were “numerous 
people (‘about 30’) on all sides of the streets,” and two people were detained in handcuffs 
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by deputy personnel. He said the crowd was loud and “a little defiant’; it appeared they were 
“a little upset, because people were being detained.” Rodriguez said he was told that one 
of the suspects entered a residence nzac Avenue), and he began to approach the 
location. As he made his way towards the residence, Rodriguez said he saw Deputies 
Montoya and ear the home. He then heard someone inside the residence say, “I 
have a gun.” Rodriguez said he alerted other deputies by yelling, “Hey, he’s gota gun, he’s 
got a gun,” and ran behind a radio car for cover. 


Rodriguez said as Deputy Phillippi (also behind the same car) began coordinating units, he 
ran back to his patrol car and retrieved the AR-15 from the trunk. He said he returned to the 
vehicle by Phillippi and positioned himself near the trunk. A couple of minutes later, he 
heard a gunshot from within the house. Rodriguez remarked the crowd was now more of 
a factor, as they were uncooperative and various deputies shouted commands for them to 
“get back.” Rodriguez said as he continued to watch the residence, he heard a gunshot, 
then saw the south window break and muzzle flash emit from a window of the house. 
Fearing that he was being shot at, he returned fire towards the window, firing two rounds. 
Rodriguez related that he did not see the suspect, but he fired at the direction of the muzzle 
flash. Ashe reassessed, he said he saw the silhouette of the suspect reappear in a window 
just adjacent to where he saw the initial muzzle flash. Fearing that he was going to be shot 
at again, he said fired one additional round at the silhouette. 


Shortly after firing his weapon, Rodriguez said he was contacted by Sergeant Regalado, who 
repositioned him across the street. He said he took cover behind a tree and continued to 
watch the residence through a large window near the front door. Rodriguez said PA 
announcements were made towards the residence, instructing the suspect to give up. He 
said as he watched the location, he saw the suspect raise his hands and begin to comply 
with the orders given over the PA. Rodriguez said the suspect came out of the house and 
was taken into custody. Rodriguez was then transported to the command post at Wilmington 
Avenue and El Segundo Boulevard.

Deputy Frank Montoya 

Deputy Frank Montoya was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of 
Commerce on February 8, 2006, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson 
and Steven Flamm. He was accompanied by his ALADS representative, Elizabeth Gibbons. 
The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Montoya said on the night of the incident king uniformed patrol in a 
marked patrol car with his partner’ Deputy’ Deputy Montoya said he 
and Deputy| ssigned themselves as an assisting unit to the "415 Fight” call on Anzac 
Avenue, which was assigned to Deputy Phillippi and Deputy Rodriguez. He stated that while 
en route ‘o the call, it was updated to an “assault with a deadly weapon call, now, suspects 
are brothers, who were fighting with a shovel.” 
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Deputy Montoya said he andere the first of the responding units, so they stopped 
at an area just south of the location, and waited for the handling unit or other assisting units 
to arrive. While waiting, they were advised by an airship that there were approximately 30 
to 40 people in the intersection of Nord Street and Anzac Avenue, which were breaking up 
in to two groups. Montoya said the airship relayed that one of the groups was on Nord 
Street, near Anzac Avenue, and the other group was walking westbound on Nord Street, 
towards Wilmington Avenue. In conjunction with several other units (unidentified) that had 
responded to the location, Montoya said he began to drive towards the intersection of Nord 
Street and Anzac Avenue. Deputy Montoya related the area is a “a high cri with 
Anzac Crips and Front Hood Crips.” He stated that in the past he and Deputy have 
responded to “numerous calls in the area of 415 G's,” and they have had “numerous run-ins 
with large groups of uncooperative people at that location.” 


Deputy Montoya said as they approached the intersection, he saw a Black male 

a. who was bleeding from his left hand. He said the male “looked really upset” as "he 
started pointing kind of frantically northbound towards the suspect's house.” 
Montoya said he stopped the radio car on Nord street, and he and Deputy tarted 
walking towards the intersection. He said as other deputies arrived, they “started trying to 
deal withthe crowd that was really loud and unruly,” as he tried "to figure out what was going 
on.” Montoya said as he and Micon walking towards the suspect's house, he noticed 
a Black male enter the residence. He said the male (later identified as Suspect Brian Earle) 
ran towards the back of the house, and the crowd began to distance themselves away from 
it. Montoya said as he and alked towards the front of the location in an attempt to 
contact the male and “see what was going on,” the male slammed the door shut and locked 
it. The male then started running around the house, slamming other doors, apparently 
“locking himself in the house.” 


Montoya said he shouted to Deputy Rodriguez, “Hey, this guy, he’s locking himself in the 
house.” He said at that point, he heard someone from inside the residence yell, “I got a gun. 
| gota gun.” Montoya related, “I didn’t know who said it, but from my observations | only saw 
one male, the male that | saw slam the door in my face.” Montoya said based on his initial 
observation of the male bleeding, coupled with the condition of the house (various broke out 
windows), he believed the male on the interior of the house was “out of control, and either 
on PCP or some kind of drug.” 


Montoya said at that point, he knew he and | i “way too close to the location,” and 
they crouched behind some block pillars in front of the residence. He said he saw Deputy 
Phillipppi, Phillipppi's EE (Deputy Rodriguez), and some other deputies run behind a 
patrol car in the intersection of the location. Deputy Montoya said he began broadcasting 
information on LTAC, and requested a supervisor and an AR-15. He said shortly thereafter 
(approximately a minute to a minute and a half), he heard a “muffled gunshot’ from the 
inside of the residence. Montoya said as Deputy Phillippi “put out that a round was fired on 
the radio,” he saw that the crowd was “kind of advancing on the deputies.” Montoya said the 
crowd was “unruly,” as they screamed and yelled, apparently trying to “help out the guy in 
the house.” Montoya said as some of the deputies attempted to push the crowd back, he 
and Deputy retreated to a tactical position across the street, directly east of the 
location. 
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Montoya said he positioned himself behind a large tree that was directly east of the main 
living room window, and Deputy took cover behind a car, just north of him. As he 
watched the residence, Montoya said he saw the male “running in and out of the living room, 
and into other rooms.” He remarked that the interior of the house was dim, and he could see 
only “shadows or silhouettes.” Montoya said he had his gun drawn, fearing that “the suspect 
was going to step out with a gun,” and watched the location as Deputy Phillippi set up a 
containment of the house. 


Montoya said approximately two to three minutes later, he “heard a gunshot come from 
inside the residence, and saw a muzzle flash on the back wall, where it was mirrored.” (IAB 
Note: Deputy Montoya’s reference “where it was mirrored” refers to the west wall of an 
interior room of the residence. The wall is covered with 12" x 12" mirror tiles.) He said the 
“flash flashed out toward the deputies with glass (from the window) breaking out toward 
them.” Montoya said he retumed fire into the residence, aiming “to the right of the muzzle 
flash,” firing eight rounds in a single volley. He related from his vantage point he could not 
see the suspect; however, based on where he saw the muzzle flash, he was able to 
determine the shooter's position. 


IAB Note: Montoya stated, “I fired just to the right of it (the muzzle flash), ‘cause 
| know from my training and experience, people do not hold the 
handgun or a riffle right next to their face. They usually extend their 
arms out and fire.” 


Montoya said at the same time he fired his gun, he also heard other deputies firing their 
weapons. He said after a volley of rounds, he “scanned for a target,” but there was no 
movement in the house. He said he did a tactical reload, de-cocked his gun, then ran over 
to the patrol car in front of the residence. Montoya said after about three to five minutes and 
several P.A. announcements, the suspect raised his hands and stood up in front of a south 
window. Montoya said the suspect was given verbal commands and eventually came out 
of the location, giving up. Montoya related that the suspect appeared drunk, as Deputies 
Phillippi and Cocke handcuffed him and took him into custody.

Deputy Richard Cocke 
Deputy Richard Cocke was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of 


Commerce on February 7, 2006, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson 
and Steven Flamm. He was accompanied by his ALADS representative, Elizabeth Gibbons. 
The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Cocke said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a marked 
patrol car with his partner, Deputy Rafael Rufino. Cocke said he and Deputy Rufino were 
in the Compton Station parking lot when he heard a disturbance call (415F) updated to a 
“245 now, with a Code 3 response.” He said he and Rufino responded, arriving at the 
location approximately two to three minutes later, simultaneously with two other units. He 
said when he reached the intersection of Anzac Avenue and Nord Street, he observed a 
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crowd of approximately 30 to 50 people in the street and surrounding area. Cocke described 
the scene as “chaos” and the crowd “unruly,” refusing orders to disperse. 


Cocke stated that as he and Rufino approached the intersection, his attention was drawn to 
a Black male , whose hand was bleeding. He said the male was yelling 


towards a house Anzac Avenue) at the intersection. He said based on his 
observations, he believed the male was involved in the incident, “either a victim or a suspect, 
or a suspect/victim.” Cocke said he handcuffed and detained the man, causing “some 
friction from the crowd.” He said the crowd told him that he had the “wrong guy,” and they 
would “take care of it.” He said because of the crowd's interference, he and Rufino decided 
to place the male in their patrol car. While securing him in the rear seat, Cocke said he was 
approached by Deputy Rodriguez, who told him, “Deputy Cocke, there's a guy with a gun 
running into the house ‘Anzac Avenue).” Cocke said his attention was then drawn 
to Deputy Philippi, who was by himself and “standing real close to the front of the house.” 


Cocke said he and Rufino joined Philippi at the patrol car near the house in an attempt to 
aid him. He said as Philippi started to coordinate over the Patch, he “heard what sounded 
like a gunshot and saw debris fly out of the window at the northeast corner of the house.” 
Cocke said he sought cover behind the radio car, but he was also “real concerned about the 
unruly mob” behind them. He related that his initial thoughts were to retreat from their 
position and set up a containment; however, they were unable to pull back because of the 
“angry mob.” Cocke said about that time he heard a second gunshot, and saw “muzzle 
flash” and debris fly out of the southeast window, which was the closest window to his 
position. He said fearing “either me or one of my fellow ceputies was gonna get killed,” he 
began to fire at a silhouette which he saw in the window. Cocke said he shot in three volloys 
of gunfire, firing three to four shots at a time for a total of twelve rounds. He stated that once 
the silhouette disappeared, he stopped firing his weapon. 


Cocke said he held the position at the radio car, until he, Rufino, and Phillippi were relieved 
and repositioned further away on Anzac Avenue. He subsequently aided the arrest team 
and helped take the suspect into custody.

Deputy Rafael Rufino 
Deputy Rafael Rufino was interviewed at the Interne! Affairs building in the City of 


Commerce on February 2, 2006, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson 
and Steven Flamm. He was accompanied by his LASPA representative, Greg Emerson. 
The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Rufino said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol ina marked 
patrol unit with his partner, Deputy Richard Cocke. He said Deputy Cocke was the driver of 
the vehicle and he was the front seat passenger, “bookman.” Deputy Rufino stated that his 
normal duty weapon was a Heckler & Koch handgun, but on the night of the shooting he 
deployed and used a Department issued Ithica shotgun. 
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IAB Note: The shotgun used by Deputy Rufino was not the weapon assigned to 
him that evening. During the incident, Deputy Rufing retrieved the 
shotgun from another vehicle (Deputies Montoya and ec 
which was also parked at the location. The weapon was loaded by 
Deputy at the start of his shift with three buck shot rounds (#4 
buck) and one rifle slug. (Refer to the “Miscellaneous” section of this 
report for further information conceming issues regarding the shotgun at 
Compton Station.) 


Deputy Rufino said he and Deputy Cocke responded to Anzac Avenue and Nord Street 
regarding a “245 call.” Once they arrived at the location, he saw twenty to twenty-five (20-25) 
people in the area of the intersection. Deputy Rufino said he contacted an unidentified Black 
male (EEE, who was bleeding and appeared to have been ina fight. The male told 
him that he had been in a fight with his brother (Brian Earle), then pointed to him standing in 
frontofa residence at An zc Avenue. Rufino said based on the information given in the 
call, coupled with the male’s statements, he detained 


While placing AE in a nearby patrol vehicle, Rufino's attention was drawn to Brian 
Earle and another male, who ran into the residence of Anzac Avenue. Rufino said as 
he turned back towards i he heard an unidentified deputy yell, “He's got a gun. 
He's got a gun.” Rufino said he crouched down and took cover behind the engine block of the 
vehicle. While at the unit, Rufino retrieved the shotgun from the car, because it was “easier 
to cover someone with the shotgun,” and made a visual check of the perimeter. At that time, 
Deputy Phillippi told him that there was someone in the location z) with a gun. He 
said he and Deputy Cocke joined Phillippi at the front of the location, because Deputy Phillippi 
was therealone. Rufino and Deputy Cocke then positioned themselves near the engine block. 


IAB Note: Although Deputy Rufino stated that he believed a second male also ran 
into the location, no one was discovered despite a subsequent 
protective sweep and search of the location. 


Rufino said as he watched the location, he heard yelling coming from within the residence. 
As he continued surveilling the house, he saw a silhouette appear in a south window of the 
residence. He said as he watched the silhouette, he simultaneously heard a single gun shot 
and saw the glass of the south window break outward. Fearing that he was “being shot at,” 
Rufino "shot back,” firing his shotgun four times towards the silhouette in the window. He said 
once he stopped firing his weapon, he no longer saw the silhouette. 


IAB Note: Rufino described the silhouette as a large male. He stated that he saw 
the silhouette holding a dark object, but he was unable to determine 
what the object was. However, he stated that he believed it was gun, 
based on hearing the gunshot and seeing the window break. 


Rufino said once all the gunfire stopped, Sergeant Regalado pulled him back as the area was 
secured and he responded to the command postat the intersection of Wilmington Avenue and 
El Segundo Boulevard.

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Deputy Javier Cruz 

Deputy Javier Cruz was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of Commerce 
on February 8, 2006, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson and Steven 
Flamm. He was accompanied by his ALADS representative, Elizabeth Gibbons. The 
following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Cruz said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a marked 
patrol car with his partner, Deputy Nader Chahine. Cruz said while conducting routine patrol 
he and Deputy Chahine heard Deputy Phillippi request for assistance regarding shots fired 
at his location. He said he and Deputy Chahine responded to the location, believing that 
shots were being fired at deputy personnel. He said when they arrived on scene, there was 
a “mob” of 30 to 50 people in the area. He stated that the crowd appeared “unruly” as they 
refused to back-up or disperse. In an attempt to move the crowd back from the intersection 
and “out of harm’s way,” Cruz said he moved the vehicle forward into the intersection of 
Anzac Avenue and Nord Street, causing the crowd to retreat. He said he then took a 
position in the intersection behind the driver's side of the door. While waiting for additional 

its. Cruz said he activated the patrol unit’s spotlights, and illuminated the residence at 
Pn -< Avenue. He then watched the southwest window of the residence. 


Cruz stated that as he surveilled the location, several PA announcements were made for the 
occupant to step out. He said after two to three minutes, there was “no answer,” but as he 
continued to watch the location he saw a silhouette of a man appear in the window. Cruz 
said the window then shattered and, simultaneously, there was muzzle flash and “a loud 
bang coming from the location.” He said he “immediately shot a burst of fire into the 
location," firing one volley of “three to five rounds.” Cruz said when the gunfire stopped, the 
male in the interior of the house raised his hands (surrendering) and said, “I’m coming out. 
I'm coming out.” After approximately two to three minutes, the suspect exited the location 
through the front door, and was apprehended without further incident.

Deputy Nader Chahine

The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Chahine said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a 
marked patrol car with his partner, Deputy Javier Cruz. Chahine said, while conducting 
routine patrol, he and Deputy Cruz heard Deputy Philippi request for assistance, via the 
Patch, stating “there was a male Black with a gun inside ahouse, shooting.” Chahine stated 
that he believed that deputies at the location were being shot at by the suspect, and 
responded to the location. He said when they arrived on scene, “there were people on all 
sides” of the intersection of Anzac Avenue and Nord Street, and deputies were “set up” on 
a house (Anzac Avenue). Chahine said he and Deputy Cruz took a position on the 
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southwest corner of the intersection behind a patrol car and surveilled the location. He said 
while watching the residence, he saw muzzle flash from within the house, then heard two 
to three shots come from a southwest window. Simultaneously, Chahine said he saw a 
“silhouette at that window,” and, fearing for his “life and safety,” he fired one round at the 
silhouette. 


Chahine said at that point, he heard a sergeant (unknown) yell, “Cease fire,” and he no 
longer saw the silhouette at the window. He said the sergeant patted him on the back and 
he, along with several other deputies, retreated away from the residence to a position of 
“better cover.” Approximately 30 seconds to a minute later, he saw a male from within the 
residence “put his hands up and walk to the livingroom area.” Chahine said the deputies 
then instructed the suspect to exit the house, where they subsequently took him into 
custody.

Deputy Chad Sauter was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of Commerce 


on February 8, 2008, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson and Steven 
Flamm.

Deputy Sauter said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a marked 
patrol car with his partner, Deputy Joe Landberg. Sauter said while returning to his patrol 
area ‘ra = CRDF, he heard various radio traffic over “the Patch and 
LTAG,’ indicating some type of activity “on the westside [of Compton Station area.]’ He then 
heard Deputy Montoya say, “Hey, we need some more deputies over here A.S.A.P, and we 
need to get an AR over here, and we need deputies also for crowd control.” Sauter said 
Deputy Nontoya further relayed that his position was at Anzac Avenue and Nord Street, and 
there had been shots fired at the location. 


Sauter stated that he and Landberg responded to the location, and when they arrived he saw 
“half a dozen deputies taking cover behind a vehicle,” and a large crowd of “at least 100 
people” around the intersection. Sauter said some deputies attempted to push the crowd 
back, but the crowd was uncooperative and swore at the deputies. Sauter said as Deputy 
Landberg dealt with the crowd, he retrieved an AR-15 from the trunk and looked for a spot 
to deploy the weapon. "iii he contacted Deputy Montoya, who told him to setup on the 
east side of the house Anzac Avenue). Sauter relayed that he was told that the 
suspect was armed and shots had been fired in the location. 


Sauter said approximately one minute after setting up, he heard a gunshot erupt from the 
house out of a south facing window. Simultaneously, he said he saw “muzzle flash” and the 
glass of the window blow outwards, towards the deputies. Sauter said he could not see the 
suspect, but based on the muzzle flash, he ‘figured about an arm-distance away, and judged 
about where the suspect would be.” He then “fired about seven rounds through the wall, 
intending on hitting the suspect, through the exterior wall.” 
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Sauter said after he stopped firing, he surveyed the location and heard deputies “ordering 
the suspect out,” via the PA system. He said as he watched the house, he saw the suspect 
nod, then exit the residence. As the suspect exited the location with his hands in the air, 
Sauter said he watched him until he was near the middle of the street, where he lost his 
view. Sauter said he did not see the suspect taken into custody, but he remained focus on 
the house until he was relieved approximately 20 minutes later.

Commerce on February 2, 2006, by internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson 
and Steven Flamm. He was accompanied by his LASPA representative, Gregory Emerson. 
The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded 


marked patrol car with his partner, Deputy Chad Sauter. Landberg said while 

he heard a radio call regarding a 415 Family disturbance call. Upon finishing the 
booking process and returning to the station area, he said the call was upgraded to an 
assault call involving brothers, one with a bat and the other with a shovel. As they continued 
towards the station area, Landberg said he heard Deputy Phillippi state that a shot had been 
fired at the location and Deputy Montoya request “a rifle car.” 


Deputy Landberg said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed 55 ina 


Landberg said he and Sauter responded to the location {Anzac Avenue and Nord Street), 
because they were assigned as a “rifle car" that evening. He related that his partner, Deputy 
Sauter, was AR-15 certified, but he was not. Landberg said when they arrived at the 
intersection, there was “chaos.” He said there was a large group of citizens that yelled, 
screamed, and cussed at deputy personnel, while the deputies were positioned behind radio 
cars with their weapons pointed at a residence Anzac Avenue). He said Sauter 
removed the AR-15 from the trunk of their vehicle, ashe ettempted to push the crowd back. 
He then joined Deputy Cruz at the southwest corner of the location. Landberg said he 
illuminated the residence with the patrol car's spotlight, then positioned himself next to Cruz, 
behind the patrol car, and watched the residence. Landberg said a silhouette suddenly 
appeared in the window, directly in front of him. The silhouette moved, then he heard a 
gunshot as the window, simultaneously, broke outward. Fearing for his safety and his 
partner’s safety, Landberg fired one volley of seven rounds towards the silhouette. 


Landberg said when he stopped firing, he reassessed and did a tactical reload of his 
weapon. Atthat time, Sergeant Regalado tapped him on nis shoulder and repositioned him 
near the rear of another radio car. Shortly thereafter, he was assigned to “do crowd control 
and push the crowd south on Anzac (Avenue).” Landberg related that during this time the 
suspect was taken into custody; however, he did not see the suspect exit the house or get 
apprehended.

Deputy Michael Lenning was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of 


Commerce on February 2, 2006, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson 
and Steve Flamm. He was accompanied by his LASPA representative, Greg Emerson. The 
following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Lenning said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a 
marked patrol car with his partner, Deputy Daniel Vizcarra. He said he and Deputy Vizcarra 
drove to the intersection of Anzac Avenue and Nord Street in response to an “emergent, 
Code 3 call, re: 245." He said he heard earlier radio traffic regarding the call, stating that 
Deputy Rodriguez, the handling unit, was delayed. Lenning said the initial call was regarding 
a°415 family disturbance,” but it was upgraded to an assault call: “two brothers were going 
at it, one had a shovel and the other one had a baseball bat,” with a crowd gathering at the 
location. Lenning said at the time the call went out, he and Vizcarra were “at the other end 
of the city” and had an extended response time; however, his “initial intention was to help 
with crowd control.” 


Lenning saj n their arrival, he heard that one of the suspects had a gun and ran into a 
residence Anzac Avenue) at the intersection. He said he took a position on the 
southwest corner of the intersection behind a radio car, as his partner, Deputy Vizcarra, took 
a position to the right of him near another radio car. While behind the vehicle, Lenning said 
he focused on a window located on the southeast end of the residence. He said while he 
was watching the window, “the suspect appeared in the window, and as fast as he appeared, 
there was a gunshot.” Lenning said he “then watched the glass, directly in front of that 
suspect, blow outwards” towards him. He stated that based on the information that the 
suspect was armed, coupled with the gun fire and the glass blowing out his direction, he 
“perceived that the individual on the other side of that glass was shooting at me or at my 
partners in my direction.” He stated that he returned fire at that suspect, firing one volley of 
five rounds. 


Lenning said while surveilling the location after firing his weapon, he saw the suspect 
reappear in the same window with his “hand up, basically saying, he's giving up.” Lenning 
said the suspect was given orders over the P.A. system to step out the front door and into 
the street, where he was subsequently taken into custody. Shortly after the suspect's arrest, 
Lenning was approached by Sergeant Regalado, who “came to the trunk and asked if 
everybocy was good.” At that point, Lenning said they retreated back and he was taken to 
the command post.

Deputy Raffaelli said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a 


marked patrol car with his partner, Deputy Anthony Willis. Raffaelli said they had just 
(nso =< were returning to their patrol area, when he heard 
radio traffic “requesting assistance.” He said there were “multiple sources” putting out the 


traffic, relating he heard Deputy Phillippi, Deputy Montoya, and Aero Bureau, with “SCC 
jumping in every now and then.” He said the information which was relayed stated that they 
had a barricaded suspect, who was armed. Rafaelli said while en route to the location, they 
received additional information that a gun shot had been heard at the location 


Raffaelli said he and Willis were “one of the last units to arrive.” He said as he exited the 
patrol car, he retrieved the shotgun and proceeded towards the location. Raffaelli said as 
he approached the scene, he saw a large crowd of people around the intersection. He 
described the crowd as “antagonistic” and “extremely vocal,” stating they were “cursing and 
yelling” at the deputies, who were positioned around a house Anzac Avenue). 
Rafaelli said he took a containment spot on the southwest corner of the intersection, behind 
a passenger door of a patrol car, and “focused on a southeast corner window.” He said he 
was only at his position for “a very short time, maybe one to two minutes,” when he heard 
“a gunshot and [saw] glass exploding directly out from the window’ that he was focused on. 
He said he then returned fire, firing one rifle slug from his shotgun, directed “doad center 
mass at that window." 


Rafaelli said he then heard Sergeant Regalado yell, “Cease fire.” He said he held his place 
and continued to scan the house, until he was repositioned further back from the location. 
Rafaelli said as he continued to watch the house, he saw a Black male raise his hands, then 
stand in front of a window with his hands still raised. He said the man was ordered out of the 
house and taken into custody. At that point, Rafaelli said he was relieved and taken to the 
command post.

Sergeant Raul Regalado 
Sergeant Raul Regalado was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of 


Commerce on February 2, 2006, by Internal Affairs’ investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson 
and Larry Landreth. He was accompanied by his POPPA representative, Marlene Rinaldi. 
The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Sergeant Regalado said the night of the incident he was working as the field sergeant, 2808, 
in a marked patrol with a newly assigned sergeant, Sergeant April Tardy. He said he was 
initially the driver of the vehicle, but he and Sergeant Tardy switched positions near the end 
of his shift. He stated that while continuing to patrol the Compton area, he heard a call of a 
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“415, fight, on Anzac involving the two males.” He said the call additionally stated that there 
was a crowd of people in the street, separating the males, and aero was en route. Regalado 
said as he and Tardy responded to the call, he heard (either via LTAC or Dispatch 9) that the 
suspect had entered a residence and was smashing windows of the house. As they 
continued to respond, Regalado said he received additional infe jon that the suspect had 
armed himself, and a shot was heard inside of the residence Anzac Avenue), where 
he was barricaded. 


Regalado said as they approached the location, he heard a request from Deputy Montoya 
asking for a sergeant and an AR-15. He said when he and Tardy arrived on scene, he 
instructed her to retrieve the AR-15 from the vehicle as he went to evaluate the status of the 
situation. Regalado said as he approached the intersection of Anzac Avenue and Nord 
Street, he saw a group of 10 to 20 people standing near the intersection. Among the crowd 
was a Black male a who was handcuffed; however, there were no deputy 
personnel watching or in control of the male. He said the male approached him and asked 
him to remove the handcuffs. Regalado said he took control of the man, secured him ina 
radio car, then instructed a deputy (unidentified) to watch him. 


Regalado said as he surveilled the scene, he saw several deputies behind a radio car 
directly in front of the location and another group of deputies behind a radio car on the 
southeast corner of the intersection. He said based on the fact that they were dealing with 
an armed suspect, he attempted to reposition the deputies to a safer location. Regalado 
said he attempted to instruct the deputies to move back, but he had difficulty in 
communicating his orders, explaining that with aero overhead he couldn't be heard. He said 
in an attempt to contact and reposition each of the deputies individually, he approached the 
radio car positioned on the southeast comer. While positioned with his back away from the 
house Qc Ave), Regalado said he heard gunfire erupt around him. 


Regalado said he was “angry,” and began to wonder, “What are you guys firing at?” He 
stated that after the deputies shot for what “seemed like an inordinate amount of time,” he 
ordered them to “Stop firing.” He said as looked back towards the house, he saw a Black 
male (Brian Earle) through the window, standing, with his hands raised over his head. 
Regalado said he repositioned the deputies further away from the location, then formed an 
arrest team. He said the suspect was ordered out of the house, via a patrol car's PA system, 
and was taken into custody. 

Regalado stated that he believed that some of the rounds fired during the incident could be 
contributed to contagious fire. He related that he believed the shooting was “going on for too 
long,” that the shots were not a “single volley,” and there appeared to be a break in the 
succession of rounds that were fired.

He stated that while en route to the call, it was updated, 
stating “one of the suspects had possibly armed himself wth a shovel, and that the fight was 
continuing.” 


Pic he and Montoya met with other units that were also responding to the call, and 
rolled in together.” He said when they arrived at the location, he saw a crowd, then noticed 
a deputy (unidentified) detaining a suspect on the southwest corner. He said he noticed that 
the suspect had blood on his hands, and the deputy was in the process of handcuffing him. 
As he assisted the deputy in moving the suspect to a vehicle, he he; er deputies state 
that “another suspect or suspects” had run inside a residence Anzac Avenue). 
ma: he moved northbound on Anzac Avenue with Deputy Montoya in order setup a 
containment. As they moved near the house, he said he heard “some yelling or some noise 
that came from inside the house.” but he was unable to ascertain what was said. He was 
subsequently advised by Deputy Montoya, “He [Earle] just yelled that he has a gun.” 


casi the crowd was “yelling and screaming,” but he could not hear what specifically 
was being said from his position. However, he said he could hear other deputies make 
several requests for units to assist to move the crowd back, which was becoming an angry 
crowd. 


As he and Deputy Montoya began searching for another position, aid he heard “a 
loud noise” come from within inside the residence; then, a deputy (unidentified) stated that 
someone had just fired a weapon in the house. 


IAB Note: Deputy elated that he could not personally ascertain what was 
being said from within the house or the sounds which came out of it, 
because of the loud noise of the helicopter (Aero Bureau) overhead.

Deputy Phillippi said he and Deputy Rodriguez were assigned a “415 Fight” call on Anzac 
Avenue; however, they were delayed in responding to the call because of an ongoing 

lat “the other end of the city.” He said when the call was upgraded to 
a “Code 3 response, 245,” he and Deputy Rodriguez responded to the location. Phillippi said 
as he approached the vicinity of the call, he heard an aero unit “guiding people in” and 
positioning them around the area. He said the air unit advised him that there were “sufficient 
units with one of the suspects on Nord Street,” then directed him to the house (Anzac 
Avenue), where the second suspect (Suspect Brian Earle) was last seen. Deputy Philippi 
said he stopped and parked his unit in the intersection of Nord Street and Anzac Avenue at 
the direction of the airship. As he exited his unit, he saw Deputies Montoya and 
walking on the sidewalk near the residence. He said he called out to Deputy Montoya, telling 
him, “Hey, let's go up and contact this guy.” As he walked towards the gate which surrounds 
the residence, Phillippi heard the sound of glass break and “someone from inside say, ‘I 
have a gun. | have a gun.” 


Phillippi said he was “startled” by the statement and broadcasted the information over the 
radio, advising the responding units that the suspect was armed and they needed to “lock 
this place down.” He said as he backed away from the residence, he heard “a single 
gunshot come from somewhere inside the house.” He again broadcasted the information 
over the radio, and began coordinating responding units, “trying to get the backside of the 
house locked down.” Philippi said while he coordinated a containment of the residence, he 
was joined by Deputies Cocke, Rufino, and Rodriguez at the front of the location in the 
intersection. He said Rufino and Cocke took up positions on the engine block of his radio 
car and watched the location, as he continued to position responding units into the 
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containment. As he surveilled the area, Phillippi saw a crowd of people (20-30) on the 
sidewalk of the intersection directly behind them, “slowly inching their way forward.” He said 
as the crowd approached, they were “yelling and hollering,” making various remarks and 
comments. He said based on the actions of the crowd, he requested additional units to 
respond to the location in order to help contain the scene. Phillippi said as he focused his 
attention on the crowd, he “heard another gunshot coming from somewhere inside the 
house”. and “immediately” after that shot, he heard “a quick volley of gunfire” from the 
deputies around him, “returning fire into the house.” Phillippi said P.A. announcements were 
then made towards the residence, instructing the suspect to “give up” and exit the house. 
A few minutes later, Suspect Earle, uninjured, came out of the house and was taken into 
custody without further incident.

Sergeant April Tardy 

SergeantApril Tardy was interviewed at the Internal Affairs building in the City of Commerce 
on March 9", 2006, by Internal Affairs' investigators, Sergeants Clay Anderson and Steve 
Flamm. She was accompanied by her POPA representative, Venise Wallace. The following 
is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Sergeant Tardy stated that at the time of the incident she was a newly promoted sergeant, 
relating she had only been assigned to Compton Station for a week. She said on the night 
of the incident she was working as the field sergeant, 2808, in a marked patrol car along with 
Sergeant Raul Regalado. Tardy said she and Regalado were at the “east end” of the city 
when she heard a 415 Family call, “two brothers fighting,” dispatched. She said the handling 
unit subsequently requested extra units for crowd control, and she and Regalado proceeded 
to respond to the call. She said while they were en route, additional requests were made for 
a Code 3 response and a “Sam Unit” with an AR-15. Tardy said just prior to their arrival, 
further information was relayed, stating that one of the involved parties went into a residence 
Anzac Avenue) and yelled that he had a gun. 


Tardy said when they arrived at the location, Sergeant Regalado went directly towards the 
scene at the intersection of Anzac Avenue and Nord Street, as she retrieved the AR-15 from 
the vehicle and followed behind him. She said as she approached the intersection, she saw 
a group of people (10 - 15) gathered around the scene and a Department helicopter 
overhead. Tardy said as she took a position on the northwest corner, her attention was 
drawn east, about a block away on Nord Street, where there was another group of people 
(5- 10) and more deputies (thought to be GET deputies or Compton Task Force personnel). 
She said the crowd was loud and engaged in what appeared to be a verbal altercation with 
the deputies. Tardy related that because of the loudness and sound of the altercation she 
believed ‘the deputies were involved in a fight.” She said as she was focused on what was 
occurring down the street, her attention was suddenly drawn back to the house on Anzac, 
when she heard a “loud popping sound,” followed by the sound of breaking glass. She said 
she turned back towards the house and saw several deputies firing their weapons at the 
residence. When the firing stopped, Tardy said she saw Sergeant Regalado reposition 
several deputies back, as she also moved vehicles and deputies further away from the 
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residence. 


Tardy said the suspect remained inside of the house for “several minutes,” until he 
“appeared in one of the windows.” She said he was then ordered out of the house, where 
he was taken into custady. She said she remained at the scene and contained the location, 
as Sergeant Regalado gathered the deputies who were involved in the shooting and 
escorted them to the command post.

McKee. The following is a summary of the interview, which was audio recorded. 


Deputy Willis said on the night of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in a marked 
patrol car with his partner, Deputy Mark Rafaeli. He said he and Deputy Rafaeli were on 
the "East side” of the city, when they heard Deputy Phillippi request assistance. Willis said 
Phillippi stated that they had a barricaded suspect and a shot had been fired at the location. 
Willis said he and Rafaelli responded to Phillippi’s position, the intersection of Anzac Avenue 
and Nord Street. He said when they arrived on sene, he noticed there was a containment 
of a house ae Avenue) and two groups (10 to 15 poople in each group) of people 
had gathered af the intersection. Willis said several people in the crowds were “causing a 
commotion,” as they yelled, cussed, and distracted the deputies on the containment. 


Willis said he took a containment position on the southwest corner of the intersection along 
with some other deputies. He said he focused on a window on the southeast of the 
residence, and saw a silhouette of a man in the interior of the residence, standing 3 to 4 feet 
back from the window, near a wall. As he watched through the window, he heard a gunshot, 
then saw a “flash” and the window “shatter out” towards him. He said at that time, the 
deputies around him returned fire back into the location. Willis related that he did not fire his 
weapon, because Deputy Chahine was in his line of fire. 


Willis said after the shooting, Sergeant Regalado repositioned them, moving him back about 
40 feet. He said PA announcements were made towards the home, ordering the suspect 
to come out. Willis said after about 10 minutes, the suspect emerged from the house and 
was taken into custody.

He said he and Deputy 
Lenning drove to the location (Anzac Avenue and Nord Street) in response to a fight call. 
He said while en route, there was updated information that one of the parties involved in the 
fight had run into the house and armed himself with a gun. 


Vizcarra said when they arrived at the location, there was an active containment of a 
residence. He said he took a position on the southeast corner of the intersection, next to a 
patrol vehicle. He said just prior to the shooting, he went to the vehicle's interior and turned 
off a spot light which was pointed towards the house. Vizcarra related that the light 
illuminated, “backlit,” deputies that were positioned in front of the vehicle and close to the 
house. He said as he returned to his position near the front of the car, he heard a single 
gunshot, followed by numerous gunshots. 


Vizcarra said at that point, Sergeants Regalado and Tardy began re-positioning deputies, 
moving them further away from the house. He said PA announcements were then made 
towards the residence, instructing the suspect to come out of the house. He said the 
suspect subsequently exited the home and was taken into custody.

While outside, he said Brian stated, “Fuck it, if | can't stay here, 

nobody's gonna stay here,” and picked up a brick and threw against the picture window in 

front of the home, shattering the window. He said Brian then picked up a bat and started 
breaking other windows of the home. 


Mr. KA ai HEE came out of the house, and the two {started fighting 
again, as Brian took the bat and started to swing it at stated that as the two 
Bought, he called Compton Sheriffs Station. Mr. aid when the deputies 
arrived, Brian suddenly ran into the house, closing the door behind him. He said as he stood 
outside and watched the residence, the lights went off, and, “after about a minute, he saw 
Brian throw something (unknown) out of the front bedroom window. Mr. MEM <c, 
“When he threw that, that's when all the guns started.” He related that he watched the 
officers shooting at the location, thinking that Brian was “going to be killed.” He said after the 
shooting, he saw Brian exit the house. 


Mr. ma that he believed Brian Earle had a “death wish.” He additionally 
related, “I know for a fact he was high.” Mr. aid that Brian had been “smoking 
crack” and drinking Old English with Southern Comiort. 


aid on the evening of the shooting he and his were arguing, 
Brian, wanted to live at the residence for free.

other windows with a baseball bat. He said during the incicent, his} tated “I’m gonna 
live here for free. And if | cant live here, nobody's gonna live here.” aid a 


physical altercation ensued and he subsequently called “911.” 


Mr. ae: that after the police arrived, they detained him and placed him in a 
backseatofa radio car. He stated that he was unaware of what was occurring outside of the 
car, but while seated in the backseat, he heard gunshots. 


Mr. [EEE so related that his Mad been crinking and possibly “high” during 
the incident. 


IAB Note: Shortly after the incident, deputy personnel from Compton Station 
conducted a canvass of the vicinity. During the interviews, many 
residents stated that they had heard gunshots and/or were awakened 
by the sound of gunshots or the helicopter. They further stated that 
they had not witnessed the incident or could not contribute any other 
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information. Several residents also stated that they would not 
comment and/or did not want to be involved.

SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Brian Anthony Earle 
On January 29, 2006, Detectives Scott McCormick and Robert Moran of Compton Sheriffs 


Station interviewed Brian Earle at the Century Regional Detention Facility (CRDF). Brian 
Earle stated ently moved back to California from Las Vegas and into his mother's 
siden Anzac Avenue. He said on the evening of the shooting, he and his 


became involved in a physical altercation, relating that his brother 
didn't like him living there and he did not like the way his brother let “different people coming 
and going from the house.” He said as they fought, one of ME ends (unidentified) 
grabbed him from behind and choked him to the point he lost consciousness. He said when 
he woke up, he was on the floor of the living room, alone. 


Brian Earle said that he became angry and stated that if he couldn't live in the house, then 
“nobody can live there.” He said he got up and threw an unknown object through the East 
facing living room window, then proceeded to walk around the house break ings and 
overturning furniture. He said he walked into the North/East bedroom, where, tiend 
was staying, and broke the windows in the room and overturned more furniture. He stated 
that he next walked into the sewing room (located in the center of the house) and saw police 
cars pulling up in front of the house. Brian Earle stated that he sat down in the room, picked 
up an iron, and threw it through the south facing diningroom window. He said he 
immediately heard gunshots, then the police call for him to come out of the house. He said 
he complied and was taken into custody, uninjured. 


Brian Earle said he never made any statements to the deputies about possessing a gun 
and/or any statements about telling the officers to leave. He stated that he never had a gun, 
relating that there were no guns in the house. He further related that on the day of the 
incident, he drank two 240z bottles/cans of beer and took several puffs from a marijuana 
cigarette. 


MISCELLANEOUS: 


Subsequent interviews revealed a misconception among various Compton Station personnel 
regarding the deployment and use of rifle slugs in Department shotguns. Those issues were 
subsequently addressed by Compton Station supervisory personnel through recurrent 
briefings. A copy of the Department's policies regarding the shotgun (use, deployment, and 
ammunition) is included in this investigation as Exhibit CC. 
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
